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THE SESSION. 

In nine days more the present session 
of parliament, and the life of the 
present parliament, will expire  to- 
gether. Although the remedial bill is 
still being debated, it has become a 
cartainty that it will not be passed, 
and vhe prospect of any other public 
measure being completed is exceedingly 
remote. The session will cost the 
country several hurdreds of thousands 
of dollars. So much money being ex- 
pended without result form a question 
in itself of no light importance. It 
must be understood that the present is 


an extra session of parliament. That 
five sessions of the present parliament 
had already been held and, under all 
the ordinary rules of parliamentary 
gover:.ment the general elections should 
have intervened before another session. 
Indeed a year ago before, the holding 
of the fifth session, it was given out 
semi-officially that the general elections 
would take place forthwith. Had that 
been done after the issue of the re- 
medial order, the elections would have 
been fought out on that issue, and the 
question would have been dealt with 
and probably disposed of at the session 
which would have been held last sum- 
mer at the same time as the fifth session 
wasactualiy held. This would have left 
the present session free of any such 
entanglement, and the public business 
would have been transacted. That 
this would have been the proper con- 
stitutional, as well as the best business 
course, everyone must admit. When 
an important question touching the 
very foundation of confederation, such 
as the coercion of Manitoba, comes up, 
especially when it comes up near the 
close of the life of a parliament, it is 
held to be not only right but necessary 
under our system of popular and re- 
sponsible government, that the people 
should be given an opportunity to pro 
nounce upon the question at a general 
election before parliament undertakes 
to legislate. There is no doubt that 
this was the intention of the premier. 
But other, and not more wise, counsels 
prevailed. Parliament was called to- 
gether and instead of the school ques- 
tion being disposed of its consideration 
was postponed on tine especial and 
express authority and responsibility of 
the government, until the present extra 
session, the only reason for the holding 
of which was that it was necessary to 
deal with the question of remedial 
legislation. Why an election did not 
take place at the close of the fifth ses- 
sion—the uumber properly occurring 
during the full term of a parliament 
at the proper time for the peopie te pro- 
nounce on the school question—is for 
the government at present in office, 
and their friends, to explain. On the 
sole responsibility of the present ad- 
ministration the present session was 
called for the alleged purpose of forcing 
through a coercion bill before election, 
not asa measure of justice to anyone, 
but purely as a political expedient, 
gnoring the necessity according to 
constitutional usage of getting a man- 
date from the people before attempting 
such action. The session opened on 
Jan. 2nd, and it was the beginning of 
March before the bill, which was the 
cause of the session being held, was 
submitted to parliament. When the fifth 
session closed the date of the 
opening of the sixth was practi- 
cally fixed. This being the case, 
the gevernment was morally, as 
well as necessarily, bound to have their 
remediai measure ready for the opening 
of the sixth session—provided they 
wanted to passit. The fact that two 
months out of the less than possible 
four months of the session went by be- 
fore the bill was presented for con- 
sideration, does not lcok on its face like 
honest intentions; the more so when

the natute of the bill is considered— |. 


that it interfered with the foundation 
principles of confederation, and there- 
fore required careful consideration from 
a constitutional stand point; besides the 
fierce opposition it was certain to arouse 
onits merits. The play that has since 
been. made regarding it by Sir Charles 
Tupper and his followers only shows 
their desire to be thought anxious to 
pass it, not that it should become law. 
The fact that at the time he was 
employing his most bullying tactics in 
the house ostensibly in favor of the bill 
he was sending Sir Donald Smith on a 
secret mission to Winnipeg to see if 
some way out of the difficulty could 
not be found throws a sufficient light 
on that subject. The bili was never 
drafted to be passed. Its 112 contra- 
dictory clauses are drawn with a view 
to produce the largest possible amount 
of discussion with the least amount of 
results, as is shown by the amendments 
moved by remedial members them- 
selves, The pretended attempts to pass 
the bill are as deceptive as the bill its- 
self, which gives nothing to those whom 
it is supposed to help, while taking 
from those whom it is intended to 
hurt. It would be bad enough to have 
an extra session for a certain definite 
purpose, but to hold an extra session 
simply for the purpose of deceiving the 
public is a fraud worthy even of Sir

SPRING. 


The spring is not as early as at one time 
seemed likely, but there is plenty of time 
yet. An early spring in this country gener- 
ally gives the least favorable harvest re- 
turns. Brisk growth does not begin until 
the rains come in the latter end of May, and 
the shorter the time intervening between 
the disappearance of the snow and that date, 
the less time there is for the ground to be- 
come dried out by spring winds. When 
the snow goes off very early the west wind 
generally begins tc blow, and keeps blow- 
ing uptil the rain begins. The days are 
bright and sunny and the nights frosty. 
Consequently the newly plowed ground 
soon becomes dry and grain is slow to sprout 
or after sprouting, its growth is checked by 
dryness or cold. When the snow goes at a 
late date the ground has not time to dry out 
before the rain begins, the days are warm 
and calm and there are few if any frosts, so 
that growth once started continues uncheck- 
ed and gives a better returs at harvest than 
grain sown earlier in an apparently more 
favorable season. 

A diary kept by St. Geo. Jellett when 
farming in Clover Bar settlement, extend- 
ing over a period of six years, which the 
BULLETIN has been allowed to inspect, gives 
some valuable information as to the course 
of the seasons here : 

1886—Seeding finished on May 24th. 
Harvest over cn Sept. Ist. Season general- 
ly dry, but wes in fall; 6 acres of oats yield- 
ed 654 bushels; 50 acres barley yielded 
3,000 bushels; 4 acres wheat yielded 168 
bushels. 

1887—Seeding finished on May 26th. 
Frost in the first part of June put back the 
crep. Frost again occurred on August 6th, 
which destroyed the wheat and reduced the 
barley to the quality cf pig feed, but did 
not injurethe. oats; 26} acres of oats yield- 
ed 2,610 bushels: 60 acres of barley yielded 
1,000 busheis; 64 acres wheat yielded no- 
thing. Harvest finished on October 10. 
Threshing on Oct..19th. Plowing stopped 
on Nov. 15th.

Seeding finished May 9th. Trees in full 
leaf and strawberries in blossom on May 8th. 
Summer dry and hot. Began harvesting 
barley on August 17th. Slight frost on 
August 16th, no harm done. Three inches 
of snow on Sept. 9th and 10th. Hard frost 
Sept. 10th, camaging late wheat. Our 
yield 1,100 bushels barley, 600 bushels 
wheat, 500 bushels oats. Of the wheat 
150 bushels was first class, barley good, oats 
light. River closed Noy. 16th. Snowfall 
of six inches on Noy. 18th. Winter long 
and cold.

For two hours the ccntestants waged war, 
each side making a number of goals. John 
Bull distinguished himself as the champion 
kicker andrunner. Following this vigorous 
exercise came the dinner at 7 o’clock. About

interrupted at intervals with school, songs 
and rounds. At the close, 8:30, the chief 
made a telling speech, setting forth the 
merits of such timely, amusing and harm- 
less entertainments as contrasted with :nid- 
night carousals of dissipation. Mrs. Stein- 
hauer, Mra. Tompkins and Mrs. Glass took 
the cooking in hand. Several baskets of 
fragments remained. 


Social No. 2, came off in Mr. Arthur 
Steinhauer’s house on Mareh 3rd, during 
daylight. This was a bounteous feast, 
Wholly wrovided by Mr. Steinhaur. A 
hundred guests were present, and from noon 
until near evening, feasting, chatting, check- 
ers, etc., and instrumental music by Miss 
Featherston, were indulged in.

The second annual convention of mission- 
aries end teachers was held at White Fish 
Lake on March7th, Present, A. G. Mc- 
Kitriek, A. E. Dawson, Miss M. J. Feather- 
ston, Mr. and Mrs. Glass, and a number of 
visitors, The first session opened at 19 a. 
m. and continued two hours, during which 
the following questions taken from the 

rawer wers discussed: ‘‘ Is it prefitable to 
teach drawing to Indian pupils.7” ‘The 
best method to induce the children to use 
English.” In the afternoon session, was dis- 
cussed the question, ‘‘ What can be dene to 
reiain teachers in the work for longer 
periods?” In connection with this question 
the following waa carried: ‘‘ Whereas Her 
Majesty the Queen, by her commissioners, 
in treaty with the Plain and Wood Crees, 
and. other tribes of Indians, agrees to main- 
tain schools for instruction on reserves, 
whenever the Indians shall desire it; and 
whereas there is not sufficient provision 
made for teachers’ residences; therefore 
resolved that it is the opinion of the White 
Fish Lake missionary and teachers conven- 
tion, that the Indian departmert should 
materially increase the salaries of teachers 
in order that qualified and efficient teachers 
might be secured and induced to remain in 
the work; and that’ adequate provision 
from some reiiable source should be made 
for the erection of teachers’ dwellings. 
From the question drawer these were taken: 
‘* The exhibition of passion or irritation in 
the presence of pupiis.”  ‘‘ The habit of 
counting on the fingers.” The comparative 
benefit derived from the siziging of songs 
and Hymns in English and Cree.” ‘The 
school wood supply.” ‘A _ circulating 
reading library or missionary and education- 
al work.’ An essay on ‘‘ How -should 
arithmetic be taught?” confined to the 
simple rules, was read by A. G. McKitrick, 
and criticized. The superintendent of the 
mission was in the chair. Sessions opened 
and closed with religious exercises. The 
organist, Miss Featherston, enlivened the 
proceedings with occasional instrumental 
solos. It was resolved that copies of im- 
portant resolutions be forwarded to the 
missionary secretary, and the chairman of 
Saskatchewan district for their considera- 
tion, and support.

The Free Press says Winnipeg Satur- 
day Night is likely to cease publication. 


The Free Press reports that W. Beckton, 
of Cannington Manor, Assa., will offer him- 
self as a candidate for Eastern Assiniboia 
at the coming elections.

A telegram from Buluwayo, dated April 
6th, says: The telegraph lines here have 
been restored, and Hon. Cecil Rhodes, as to 
whose whereabouts and safety some un- 
easiness has been felt, telegraphs from Salis- 
bury that Gwelo is safe, and the road is 
now open. 


Free Press Ottawa despatch: Hon. Mr. 
Daly gave notice of a bill ‘‘to make further 
provisions respecting grants of land to mem- 
bers. of the militia service in active service 
in the Northwest.” The bill provides for 
the issuse of scrip: tothe Willow Bunch 
and Wood Mountain scouts for service in 
1885. 


E. E. Sheppard, ef Toronto Saturday 
Night, told the Free-Press that the remedial 
bill will not carry. That the remedial 
party—not the conservative party—will be 
beaten at the coming elections and that the 
next government will be a combination or 
coalition one. He does not think the 
Ontario conservatives who voted for the re- 
medial bill will get nearer election than the 
nominating conventions.

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS. 


Rev. Dr. Carman, head cf the Methodist 
church in Canada has the following to say 
regarding religious instruction in public 
schools ; 

Speaking a3 a Methodist, I should be 
glad if there were harmony enough in this 
country between the various religious sects 
to permit of the giving of religious instruct- 
ion in the schools. Those who calied out 
most loudly for the teaching of religion in 
the schools, however, were the very ones 
who, by their bigotry, prevented thig being 
done. Were I a politician I would say to 
those who are clamoring for religion in the 
sthools, “Go away and agree upon some 
system of religious instruction, satisfactory 
to all, which could be introduced.” Under 
the state of things which at present exists, 
I think a man might well say, “Give us 
national schools where there is no religious 
instruction, and let the home and the charch 
take care of the religious training of the 
youth of the country.” It was a poor 
comment on both the church and the 
home to say that they conli not provide all 
the religious training uecessary without 
looking to the schocls.

THE CONFERENCE. 


Free Press Ottawa correspondence of 
April 6th: Hon. Mr. Diskey spoke to your 
correspondent this morning re the school 
negotiations at Winnipeg as follows: ‘I 
think the conference cannot fail to be pro- 
ductivs of great good. I found the most 
kindly feeling existing, much more kindly 
than I had previously imagined, and I may 
state, I feel I could treat with them now up- 
on a very different basis than I could former- 
ly. The conference has produced a very 
cifferent feeling between the two govern- 


ments. We have no doubt of the sincerity 
of the Manitoba government through- 
out.” 


“Do you anticipate that the Manitoba 
government will voluntarily aet in the mat- 
ter?” 

“Ican hardly speak about that. Mani- 
toba may think it best to come to a com- 
promise upon the question and the govern- 
ment may act upon the line of remedial 
legislation. I do not mean “remedial” for 
that is a very obnoxious word out there, and 
must be looked upon as a necessary evil. 
The province of Manitoba, jadging by Win- 
nipeg, is very largely ia favcr of conciliatory 
action. They are not obstinately opposed 
to some compromise. There isa very strong 
sentiment in favor of some settlement, which 
may be consistent with honor and dignity.” 

‘Do you think the provincial legislature 
will take any action this session?” 

“I cannot speak on that point althongh it 
is possible they may think it advisable to do 
something at the adjourned session.” 

The commissioners have returned with 
their minds disabused of the idea that Mr. 
Greenway has been acting in concert with 
Mr. Laurier, an impression that generally 
prevails among corservatives here. 

It having been telegraphed from Winnipeg 
to certain eastern papers that discourtsy 
was shown the commissioners, Mr. Dickey 
this morsing denied the statement in the 
following terms: ‘You cannot possibly 
make it too strong as to the friendliness and 
kindliness of our reception and the good 
understanding hetween us.” 

A Montreal despatch of April 6th says: 
Sir Donald Smith is not without hope, de- 
spite the epparent failure ef the recent 
conference at Winnipeg, that there will yet 
be an amicable settlement of the Manitoba 
school question. When asked whether 
anything remained for the Dominion gov- 
ernment to do now, except pass the 
remedial! bill, he replied : ‘It is recognized 
on all hands that the Dominion has the 
right to pass remedial legislation. How 
far they way be able so pass the bill I can- 
not say more than you. Personally speak- 
ing, Iam very hopeful even yet that the 
matter will be settled, not quite immediately 
I mean, by the provincial government, but 
at any rate, after a times way will be found 
for meeting the views in a moderate way of 
both sides.”
